Bert Grim, Who Was With

Mrs. Nellie West Long, the pretty, 
blond, 24-year-old wife of Ollie Long, 
ended ner life in a room at the Burling- 
ton Hotel, 1924 Market street, at 4:30 Fri- 
day. She took morphine after numer- 
ous threats to commit suicide, and after 
she learned that the man she loved 
would not marry her as he had promised 
to do under the impression that she was 
a divorcee. 

Bert Grim of 100 West Broadway, East 
St. Louis, who accompanied Mrs. Long 
to the hotel, is held by the police as a 
witness for the Coroner's jury. 

Guests and employes of the Burlington 
were awakened early Friday 
morning by the cries of Grim, who 
rushed through the corridors of the ho- 
tel, calling for the police. They hastened 
to the room occupied by Grim and Mrs. 
Long and her apparently lifeless body 
was lying on the bed. — 

An ambulance was summoned and the 
woman was hurried to the City Hospi- 
tal. She died a few minutes after 
reaching the hospital. 

Man With Her Arrested. 

Police who were summoned to the ho-

Long was st-.etched upon the bed. She 
-appeared to be asleep, and it was sev- 
e-al minutes before he discovered from 
her hard breathing that she had evi- 
Gently taken poison. He immediately 
sroused the other occupants of the ho- 
tel by cries for the police. 

Mrs. Long was not conscious at any 
time after Grim returned to the room,

Search for it was fruitless. Then 
the disappearance of the servant girl 
took on a new significance, and the po- 
lice were notified.

HUW TRUST CO 
LEWIS’ SUPPOR 
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Official of Missouri - Lincoln 
Says He Misunderstood 
Postal Arrangements. 


$800,000 OF BANK STOCK 


Held in Trust for Lewis, Who 
Couldn’t Receive It 
Direct. 


To the fact that the Postoffice De- 
partment has for several weeks been 
drawing tighter the lines on E. G. Lew- 
is and the Peoples’ United States Bank 
is due the injunction proceedings filed 
by Lewis against the Missouri-Lincoln 
Trust Co., in Clayton, as told in Thurs- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. By these proceed- 
ings Lewis seeks to compel the trust 
company to continue receiving and 
holding in trust for him certificates of 
stock in the Peoples’ United: States 
Bank. The trust company had notified 
Lewis of its intention to abandon this 
trust. 

Stock Assigned. 

In considering a way to reinvest the 
money in bank stock instead of return- 
ing it to the stockholders, Lewis, after 
Judgé McElhinney, in the Clayton Cir- 
cuit Court, had appointed a receiver to 
wind up the affairs of the bank, hit 
upon a plan of inducing the stockholders 
to assign him their certificates, with an 
agreement that these should be trans- 
ferred to the Lewis. Publishing Co., the 
capital stock of which, it was stated, 
would be increased, and that a daily 
womin’s paper would be issued. 

In recent communications sent out, 
Lewis has stated that more than half 
the cupital stock of the bank has been 
assigned to him. In the injunction suit 
is involved capital stock to approxi- 
mately $1,000,000, and also the question of 
whether or not Lewis will be able’ to 
get control of this stock. 

Owing, to a Postoffice fraud order, 
which was issued in Jaly against Lewis, 
and the bank, He wags prevented from 


receiving any Mallon he sent 
out letters to all stockho ers directing 
them to send their certificates of stock 
to the Missouri-Lincoln. Trust Co., which 
would hold them in trust for Lewis, he 
having made such an arrangement with 
the trust company. The company a 
few days ago desired to be relieved of 
this trust, and so notified Lewis. The 
injunction suit was filed in an effort to 
compel the trust company to continue 


to receive certificates, 
them to Lewis.

Friends of the Lewis bank now sav 
that. the Postoffice Department threat- 
ened to act against the Missouri-Lincoln 
Trust’ Co.. on the grounds that it was 
assisting Lewis to evade the fraud or- 
der issued against him, but this is posi- 
tively denied by Dr. Pinckney French, 
an official of the Missourl-Lincoln, who 
says: 

“When Mr. Lewis asked this company 
to undertake this trust we agreed to 
do so with the understanding that the 
arrangements were to be perfectly sat- 
isfactory to the Postoffice authorities.

The June grand jury this after- 
noon, made its final report to Judge 
Withrow in Division No. 10 of Circuit 
Court. 

The. report was chiefly devoted 
to a review of its investigation as 
to inadequate tax returns by wealthy 
men and to recommendations for a 
change in. the system of making assess- 
ments. 

It was pointed out that under 
the present method of general returns 
on personal property rich men are en- 
abled to conceal much of their holdings 
and get the benefit of the concealment, 
while poor men and minors, whose 
estates are In the Probate Court, get 
the worst of it. 

A rich man, it~ was. stated, can 
say ‘I have ‘about’ so much,” 
and there is no way fur the Assessor to 
Know that the return is not adequate. 

A poor man must return on all he has, 
for it: is all in sight of the Assessor, 
and there is no opportunity for conceal- 
ment. 

The estates of minors must be fully 
assessed, for the records concerning 
all the holdings are in court. 


Want Accurate Inventory. 

This recommendation was made: 

That taxpayers be required to make a 
full and. complete inventory of all their 
holdings, itemizing the eash.they have 
in their pockets, the cash in banks, the 
notes and securities cand other cash 
items; they must specify each plano or 
other plece of furniture and its value; 
rthéy must specify each horse or car- 


the entire list. 

In this way, the grand jury 
gested, a closer tab can be kept 
on the returns, and cases of perjury 
can be more speedily and definitely dis- 
covered and more successfully prose- 
cuted. 

The report also ‘suggested the 
heads of the - Police Department 
that immediate cognizance be taken of 
offenses by policemen without the for- 
mality of waiting for an “offictal re- 
port’’“of the incident. This is in refer- 
ence to recent crimes With which mem- 
bers of the force have been charged.

WOMAN'S DEATH 
STIRS STREED 
CASE. MYSTERY 


& -_-—-_—_ 
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Second Fatality Follows Mys- 
terious Fate of Illinois 
Politician. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CAMBRIDGE, Ill., Sept. 29.—A second 
fatality which has shocked this com- 
munity has grown out of the mysterious 
death Streed, the 
and politician, who was found dying 
back of the Postoffice with a bullet in 
his brain. 

Miss Mattie Chilberg, a school teach- 


er and close friend of Streed, fell dead. 
Her death, it is said, was caused by 
shock, resulting from the Streed trag- 
edy. 

Whether there was a more subtle con- 
nection between the tragedies than ap- 
pears on the surface is a question which 
is now absorbing the local authorities. 

Miss Chilberg was 33 years old, and 
had been’ a teacher in the grammar 
school. here for 12 years. Her father 
is Postmaster, and.the Postoffice is di- 
rectly beneath the offices and living 
rooms occupied by Streed and his broth- 
er, Frank Streed, at the time of the for- 
mer’s death. The Streeds andthe Chil- 
bergs have been family friends for 
years. 

Of jlate Miss Chilberg'’s health had 
been failing because of a weak heart. 
A week ago her condition was such 
that she was ordered to remain at home. 

She collapsed when the news of At- 
torney Streed's sensational death 
reached her, and since then her decline 
was rapid, She was lying on a couch 
when she suddenly arose, threw her 
hands up over her head and cried: 

“Good-by, mamma: good-by, papa; I 
am going!” 

A moment tater she dropped dead. 
The news of her death spread rapidly, 
and it added to the tense excitement 
of the villagers, who dropped the Streed 
mystery for the time being. The pub- 
lic schools were dismissed immediately 
and a notice was posted in the Post- 
office that there would be no school 
sessions until Monday.

of Trade did not consider the National 
Board a legitimate grain exchange and 
would have no dealings with it.

“I cannot give the names of our rep- 
resentatives on the New York stock ex- 
changes, for if it were known that they 
were doing my business they would be 
suspended or heavily fined on account of 
the connection. 


What ‘Bucketing” Is. 

Otto L. Teichmann, President of the 
St. Louls Merchants’ Exchange, de- 
fines the difference between a legitimate 
commission broker and a bucketshop as 
being the difference between one who 
really trades in grain and one who pre- 


tends to. 

“In a transaction on the floor of the 
Merchants’ Exchange there is a con- 
tract regularly entered Into between the 
buyer and seller by which one agrees 
to deliver andthe other to accept a cer- 
tain amount of grain in a certain time 
at a specified price,’ said Mr. Teich- 
mann. 

“When a commission house accepts an 
order from a customer it does so conui- 
tlonal on being able to make an actual 
trade at the price specified. If the deal 
can be made there Is an actual purchase 
and sale. Back of the _ transaction, 
which may not in the end call for the 
actual delivery of the grain, is the 
right of either aiid to deliver or call 
for the real grain 

“The point at issue is realy this: 
in a legitimate transaction the sale 
and nurchase establish the quotation. In 
a bucketshop deal the quotation is the 
basis of the sale or purchase. 

‘“Bucketing trades is practically bet- 
ting against the quotations without re- 
rot to an actual transaction on a rec- 

gnized exchange. 

ein legitimate trading the margins, 
so called, are guarantees that the par- 
tles to the transaction will carry out 
their contract. In a bucketshop the so- 
called margins are in reality the amount 
of the bet.” 

T. L. Ballard, former president of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, has this to say: 
“A legitimate board of trade is a 
place where actual trades are made, 
based on trade conditions, and where 
the market quotations are estab!ished by 
the actual trades made on that basis. 
An illegitimate board of trade, I shou!d 
say, is a-vlace where ‘fake’ or merely 
perfunctory deals are made, the sole 
purpose of which is to establish quota- 
tions for the use of bucketshop trad- 


ers.”’ 
Grand Jury To Act. 

Circuit Attorney Sager said Friday 
the Octeber grand jury would take up 
the investigation of ‘“‘bucketshops.”’ He 
said: 

“TIT have had. this bucketshop matter 
under personal supervision since I 
came into office and have personally 
expended considerable money to collect 
evidence. I shall take steps that will 
bring this matter to a crisis in the next 
few days. 

“The evidence so secured will be pre- 
sented to the October grand jury, which 
meets Monday and will be ready for 
business Tuesday. 

“I shall call on the Police Depart- 
ment for any evidence they may have 
and submit it with what I have collect- 


“The formation and methods of the 
Kansas City National Board are news 
to me, and IT cannot discuss them until 
after further consideration. 

“I have said from the start that I 
was going to close bucketshops and 
I mean it. 

“It has been difficult and expensive 
to collect this evidence—the expense of 
which I have borne personally with the 
aid of a few public- spirited friends.

Calls on Sager to Disprove 
Affidavit of Girl That Broth- 


er Is Not Murderer. 


Mrs. Kate Langedorf, mother of Mat- 
thew Langedorf, for whose killing in 
August, 1903, Joseph Knobel was sen- 
tenced to 10 years in the penitentiary, 
pronounces false the affidavit of Adelina 
Elizabeth Knobel, charging that Lang- 
endorf was shot and killed by John 
Eichenberger. 

This affidavit was presented to At- 
torney Charles Fensky, who defended 
Knobel, by Miss Knobel, the prisoner's 
sister. It was largely upon her testi- 
mony that her brother was convicted, 
and the man whom she now charges 
with the killing was at that time her 
sweetheart, but they have since quar- 
reled. 

Miss Elsa Simon, sweetheart of Joseph 
Wnobel, claims that she induced. Miss 
Knobel, her sweetheart’s sister, to come 
forward with the affidavit and begin 
the movement to securé a pardon. She 
met him on a visit to the penitentiary 
with his brother, and they soon began 
exchanging letters. 


Asks Sager’s Aid, 


Mrs. Langendorf, mother of the slain 
man, Friday morning called on Circuit 
Attorney Sager and, claiming that Miss 
Knoble’s affidavit was false, begged the 
Circuit Attorney to assist her in ob- 
taining counter-affidavits that should 
prove Miss Knobie’s new charges to be 
without foundation. Mr. Sager assured 
aa that justice would be done in the 

‘ase. that he would see to it that the 


State got at the full truh, and tha he 
would a once take up the matter with 
former Assistant Attorney Andrew C, 
Maroney, who prosecuted Knoble. 

Mrs. Langedorf points out that Miss 
Knoble’s affidavit declares that Mat- 
thew Langendorf was shot in the head, 
that he lived for but one day after 
the shooting, that he did not regain con- 
sciousness and that he made no state- 
ment concerning the shooting. The 
mother says the evidence showed that 
her son was shot in the stomach, that 
he lived for two days thereafter, that 
he made a statement in which he said 
that one of the two Knoble brothers, 
John or Joe, with whom he had been 
fighting, shot him. the fight took 
place in an alley, following a lawn par- 
tv. A brick was thrown and then a 
shot was fired, young Langendorf fall- 
ing. fatally wounded. 

Miss Knoble suid she testified against 
her brother to shield her sweetheart, 
and that she now has been urged to 
testify against the latter by one Joseph 
Sloan. To this Mrs. Langendorf ceplies 
that Sloan called on her last night and 
denied this statement: that Sloanlives 
on Sounthy Broadway, is employed in a 
South St. Louis basket factory, and can 
easily be found. Mrs. Langendorff also 
told Mr. Sager that the evidence at the 
trial proved that Joseph Knoble had 
said on his way home after the fight: 

‘TI shot Mat. Langendorf and’ then 
threw the gun in the alley.” 

She says further that the police found 
the gun at the place indicated. She 
charges that she has evidence showing 
that money has been used to spirit wit- 
nesses awniy from the city, and that this 
accounts for the absence of John Eich- 
enberger. 

Mrs. Langendorf says also that Miss 
Knoble has visited her and begged her 
to assist in securing a pardon for Joe 
Knoble. and that she told Miss Knoble 
she would do this if evidence of his in- 
nocence was submitted and if the guilty 
man was produced.

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Circuit Attorney Tells Banqueters That No 


Greater Offenders 


Against the Law and 


Morals Are in Penitentiary—Bad Effect 
of Vicious Tax System. 


Cireuit Attorney Sager startled his hearers at the banquet of 
the Round Table Club Thursday night at Rebman’s Hall, 4314 
Olive street, by his declaration, in an arraignment of the wealthy 
taxdodgers of St. Louis, that ‘‘men of this town who are not 
greater offenders against the law and public morals now languish 


in jail at Jefferson City.’’ 

These words were spoken in the course 
of the Circuit Attorney's address on 
“Public Morals and Public Opinion,” 
and constituted one of a series of dec- 
larations from -the Circuit Attorney 
which made the members of the Round 
Table Club sit up straight and take very 
acute notice of the speaker. 

“The story of the little Yankee boy,” 
said Mr. Sager, “who was asked if his 
father would do something wrong in 
morals and law for a shilling, is appro- 
priate. He answered, ‘No, but he would 
for a dollar.’ The law is concerned with 
the dollar transaction, Wf it comes off; 
the church with the fact that he would 
do it, if the opportunity came. 

“T am here because I am your Circuit 
Attorney. That is my significance. As 
such, it is my province to see that man 
behaves, in so far as the law prescribes 
his course of conduct, and in so doing 
I am to consider the effects of the ap- 
plication of the law, not only in so far 
as it guides the conduct of men, but in 
respect to the moral effect on the com- 
munity.” 

Then the Circult Attorney paid marked 
altention to the evil of taxdodgéng. 

Find Vicious System. 

“We find,’’ said Mr. Sager, ‘‘a system 
of taxation. vicious in the extreme, im- 
mcral if you please, in that it invites 
and encourages deception on the part 
of the taxpayer. One of the provisions 
of that law requires you to make a 
sworn return of your property, per- 
sonal and real, setting out the value of 
the different items; to this you are re- 
quired to swear, and are informed that 
your oaths, if falsely and_ corruptly 
made, constitute ‘perjury’ and is pun- 
ishable as such. 

/“Jtematters not that the little fellow 
bears the greatest proportionate part of 
this tax; that a strict enforcement of 
this law means double taxation in many 
Gases; that it tends to discourage ‘n- 
vestment; drives money out of banks 
into other channels of investment which 
a@re not assessable, and generally tends 
to business depression and disturbance: 
or that a Missourian can not buy mu- 
nicipal, county or other bonds at the 
prevailing rates of interest without hav- 
ing his income confiscated. | 


: Deadens Conscience. 

“All this is of no consequence, and 
why? Because this oath, taken with 
indifference, is deadening the public 
conscience, corroding the public morals, 
and is teaching the young men of the 
oountry that an oath is a cheap thing 
and that perjury is excusable and jus- 
tifiable. Men of this town who are not 
greater offenders against the law and 
public morals, languish in prison at 
Jefferson City.”

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WHY WOMAN’S PAY IS LOW

HE period between 
girl’s “high school days’’ and the 


| ‘ime that she is old enough to 


take up the responsibilities of life must 


| be filled in some way, and she therefore 


searches for employment. She knows 
what an older brother earns, and, un- 
less she has learned of the stern reali- 
ties of the business world, she expects 
to earn the same wages. In many cases 
she has received a better and more fin- 
ished education-than her brother, and 
she believes she is better adapted to a 
certain line of work than he is. Picture 
her disappointment when she learns 
that she will be paid but haif of his 
salary. " 

A young woman who returned to Chi- 
cago fresh from an Eastern college and 
still filled with the enthusiasm of youth 
and lack of content with the business 
world, called upon a certain lawyer and 


one for which she was peculiarly adapt- 
ed because of her education. Knowing 
that several men were earning $25 a 
week for doing tue same work, the 
woman applicant asked for the same 
amount 

“Why, that is all we pay the men. If 
we have to pay the same wages we will 
hire a man,’’ exclaimed the astonished 
“The men who take positions 


here expect to spend their life in the 


| business, and all of the time which we 
their | 


use in teaching them we expect to be 
of 


service. With a woman it is different. 


| She will be with us a few months, or at 
| best a few years, then leaves to get 


married. It does not pay us to hire a 
woman when we can get a man at the 
same wages.” 


The expianation was so simple that 
the woman‘applicant appreciated the 
situation and accepted the position at 
the reduced figure. In this instance the 
employer was wrong, as the woman ap- 
plicant remained and is now at the 
head of the department and is paid a 
salary that none of the men with whom 
stie competed is drawing. 

In all of the professions and callings 
that women have taken up and are 
peing paid, supposedly, less than they 
are earning, there are reasons why they 
do not receive the same wages as does 
a man. School teaching, which for 
many ycars Was believed to be the ex- 


the average 


Ciusive field of wornan, has been invad- 
ed by mien, and the invaders are now 
being paid higher wages than women. 
The rearing and education of children 
naturally falls to the lot of woman, 
and it is at first hard to understand 
why men should be given the prefer- 
ence in this line. The question was 
studied by the principal of one of the 
public schools of Chicago, a woman 
who believed that she was the victim 
of an unjust discrimination, and she 
made the following report: , 
“After following up all of the case 
that appeared to be ‘unjust discrimina- 
tion’ I have decided that men are paid 
more because they are worth more. I 
find that women are employed exclu- 
sively in the primary departments be- 
cause their natural instincts make them 
the best teachers for the young chil- 
dren. In the higher grades, however, 
wherever men are hired I find that it is 
because they have received better edu- 
cations and are better qualified for the 
positions. They take a greater interest 
in their life work, because they expect 
to make it their life work. They will 
do* more outside work without grum- 
bling, and, consequently, get better re- 
sults than do women. I am satisfied 
that if women-are discriminated against 
it is because employers have found 
from experience that men have greater 
earning powers than have women.” 
On the other hand, there are many 
means of earning a livelihood that are 
open to women where they are welcome, 
and are paid as much, if not more, than 
men. Physicians have learned that only 
a woman's voice is welcome in the sick- 
room. For this reason women nurses 
are paid high salaries, and the man 
who ventures to become a nurse finds 
that his services are in little demand. 
A new field which is being opened to 
women is that of newspaper work. Spe- 
cial writers are pald by space, and there 
is no discrimination in regard to sex. 
The women who have made sucesses at 
story writing are too numeroug to men- 
tion. Neither have they been compe'led 
to complain of being paid less than men 
who write similar stories. Actresses 
who have talent are paid on an even 
higher scale than men. A few women 
have even ventured into the exclusive 
feld of man, the law, and made remark. 
able successes in the profession.”

The goalkeep is not allowed to 
ste inside the semi-circle contain- 
ing the goal pole. This _ restriction 
prevents him from ciinging to the 
pole in such a way that the ball 
could not possibly touch it.
